Sentencing Reform Task Force

FY22-SR01. Define the Purposes of Probation (Statutory)
Amend Colorado Revised Statutes to define the purposes of probation:

• To serve as a sentencing option and a response to crime in order to moderate and deter 
future criminal behavior and victimization.  
• To support persons in behavior change through the coordination and provision of effective 
and individualized services which may include, but are not limited to, educational, 
therapeutic, restorative and skill building services 
• To hold persons accountable for their behavior through supervision and interventions that 
promote reparation of harm to community and victims which shall include, but is not limited 
to, restitution to victims. 
• To serve as a cost-effective option for persons appropriate for community supervision. 
• To honor the statutory and constitutional rights of victims of crime.

1257 (Concerning the adoption of the 2022 recommendations of the Colorado Criminal and 
Juvenile Justice Commission regarding sentencing provisions for offenses).

Sentencing Reform Task Force

FY22-SR03. Increase Access to Telehealth Services for Behavioral Health 
(Policy)
Agencies in the state should develop policies to standardize and increase access to telehealth 
services for behavioral health treatment for those individuals on community supervision 
within the criminal justice system. This recommendation includes several propositions 
directed to multiple agencies to revise practice standards. These standards should address 
such topics as Competency of the Provider, Ethical Considerations in Standards of Care, 
Informed Consent, Diversity and Inclusivity Considerations, Confidentiality of Data & 
Information, Security & Transmission of Data & Information, Participant Guidelines and 
Criteria, and Telehealth Treatment Decision Making.

This recommendation, approved by the Commission on December 10, 2021, involves 
agency/entity implementation.



Sentencing Reform Task Force

FY22-SR05. Implement Individualized Behavioral Responses to Probation 
Violations (Statutory)
Amend statutes, and any other required conforming revisions to statute to reflect 
contemporary best practice guidelines that serve people on probation and deferred 
sentences, especially those diagnosed and/or dealing with substance use disorders. Such 
practices provide corresponding systems that include a range of individualized and structured 
behavioral responses to substance use and other behaviors that violate typical conditions of 
probation. This recommendation specifically prioritizes modern methods of rehabilitative and 
reparative justice that align with the statutory purposes of probation (included in CCJJ 
Recommendation FY22-SR #01. Define the Purposes of Probation) rather than the finite and 
limited responses in current statute that reflect retributive, punitive, and deterrent-based 
justice methods.

FY22-SR06. Revise Penalties for Unauthorized Practice of Certain Professions

Amend Colorado Revised Statutes to include a new statutory section with additional 
professions, the practice of which without a license, should be a felony due to a public 
safety risk. These crimes shall be a Class 6 Felony.

Revise Value Basis for Theft of Public Benefits (Statutory)
Amend Colorado Revised Statutes related to theft of public benefits to clarify that the 
amount of theft is based on the amount of benefits paid for which the person is not 
legally entitled. More specifically, the level of criminal offense is based on the amount of 
benefits received by the person for which the person is not entitled and does not 
include the amount the person is entitled to receive.

FY22-SR08. Add Prison As An Intermediate Sanction Confinement Facility 
(Statutory)
Amend Colorado Revised Statutes to grant statutory authority to the Executive Director 
of the Colorado Department of Corrections to confine parolees in a prison facility, in 
addition to utilizing jails, for the purpose of confinement as an intermediate sanction for 
up to 14 days without filing a complaint seeking revocation of parole. This will provide 
the Department of Corrections and parole officers additional options for swift and sure 
intermediate sanctions.

Amend Colorado Revised Statutes Possession of Weapons by Previous Offenders to 
include additional non-VRA felony offenses based on public safety considerations.

Pursuant to the 2022 Gov. Biennial Letter, the Commission authorized a new Re-entry 
Task Force with a broad mission to improve re-entry programs for incarcerated 

individuals returning to the community. In November 2022, the Sentencing Reform 
Task Force discontinued this Working Group in anticipation that many of the WG 

members may serve on this new Re-entry Task Force. The WG prepared a summary of 
its work and findings for continued exploration by the Re-entry Task Force. 



Community Corrections Task Force

The Community Corrections Task Force was seated by the Commission 
and conducted its first meeting in July 2022. This Task Force is addressing 
the mandates outlined in H.B. 22-1368 regarding community corrections. 

The general charge and timeline for the Task Force is established in 
statute, specifically to examine and make findings and recommendations 
to the Commission concerning whether it is appropriate to expand access 
to the community corrections programs for persons convicted of 
misdemeanors.

The elements for study are outlined in H.B. 22-1368. Pursuant to the bill, 
a report of findings and recommendations will be submitted to the 
Commission by July 1, 2023.

Work-to-Date

The Task Force has gathered information on:

• The distribution of individuals by gender and race/ethnicity on 
probation (who might be affected by this statutory change), 

• Community Corrections services, 

• Bed capacity in Community Corrections, and 

• A stabilization pilot program in Denver that may serve as a model. 

In upcoming meetings, the group will address the specific statutory 
mandates, including defining the misdemeanant population that might be 
better served in a Community Corrections placement (rather than 
probation) and a framework for the provision of such services.

• The Sentencing Reform Task Force (SRTF) and CCJJ will complete legislative-
related recommendations applicable for this legislative session.

• The SRTF will continue tasks assigned by the Commission to develop 
sentencing-related recommendations derived from the topics in the 2020 and 
the 2022 Gov. Biennial Letters.

• The Community Corrections Task Force reached preliminary consensus to 
propose the implementation of pilot programs to evaluate the provision of 
services for misdemeanants through Community Corrections. It is expected the 
Task Force will complete such recommendation in Spring 2023 in advance of its 
July 2023 deadline. 

• All groups will continue to examine current practices for disparate impact 
within the assigned topics and to prepare ameliorative solutions.
